Do 
not use lime. The soil should be plowed or 
deeply dug over and furrows 6 inches deep 





and 2-1/2 to 3 feet apart, should be made. 
A commercial fertilizer with high phosphorus 
and potash content should be thoroughly 
mixed with the soil at the bottom of the 
furrow (about 20 lbs. per 100 ft. row) and 
about 2 inches of unfertilized topsoil should 
be placed over it. 

Cut each Potato into three or more pieces 
with at least one good eye to the piece. Treat 
with Semesan-Bel and plant, about 10 inches 
apart, in the prepared furrows. Cover with 
3 or 4 inches of soil. Cultivate constantly 
throughout the season, (10 bushels are suffi- 
cient to plant one acre.)
